An Appeal on Behalf of 
The Red Cross Society

In 
the Crimean war the prevention of pre- 
ventable deaths was 25 to 1, inthe Ameri- 
canCivil War 13 to 1, and in the Boer 
war l0to 1, These facts should be a 
spur lo every woman to give to the ut- 
most of her time and labor. It is a 
woman’s misfortune if she has not some 
one atthe front, her fault if she has pre- 
vented some man irom doing his duty 
there, but it is criminal if she is not do- 
ing all she can in Red Cross. work and 
urging slackers in this to do their duty.

The,public can and should co-operate 
heartily in this urgently necessary work, 
by encouraging the men to take’ fullest 
ddvantage of the curative und educa- 
uonal opportunities given them, and af- 
terwards by seeing that they get work. 
Local comnnittees have been formed for 
this purpose in many towns, but much 
more has to be done in this way. 

The treatment, most carefully carried 
out in accordance with the latest discoy- | 
eries and the proved results of medical 
experience, iucludes many forms: of 
strengthening exercises, often requiring 
special and costly apparatus; the scien- 
tili¢ use of cleetrivity, mussage, and eon- 
tinuous baths for affected limbs; with 
wise dieting and fresh air as a matter o 
course, ' 

Occupation is often as necessary and 
beneficial as rest itself, in its curative 
and strengthening effect on body and 
mind, Classes are therefore held at the 
hospitals, for instruction and practice in 
many arts and indostrics, such asear- 
pentry and wood-carving, metal and 
vathgr working, typewriting and book- 
keeping, mechanical drawing and ele- 
mentary ehgincering, gaidening,  bee- 
keeping and poultry-raising. 

These all help to increase the capacity 
of the patients, and to lessen the effect 
of any injury. they have received, by get- 
ting them into practice for such indns- 
triesas they can protitably undertake. 
The medical and educational officers-try 
first to discover what each man is most 
hkely to succeed at, and then to fithim 
or it as thoroughly as possible.
